I have received on December 31st your letter of December 16th, 
regarding claima for expense of transportation of your medals to our Exhib- 
ition of Foreign Medals last winter. I have forwarded your letter to Mr. 
Howland Wood, Curator, who has charge of all these matters. I know that Mr. 
Wood is very anxious to close up everything connected with the Exhibition. 

I do not know what he has written you about the matter heretofore, but as I 
understood it, — undertook to pay transportation form Jugoslayia to New York 
and back; that we undertook to insure themedals while away from the country 
of the artists, which we did by a blanket policy covering all exhibits; but 
that we did not undertake to reimburse for separate insurances, not for the 
gathering of medale before they were sent. You will readily ase that there 
would have been no way for us to control or estimate our expenses, if we had, 
I trust the matter will soon be adjusted to the satisfaction of all concerned.
